All these claims appeared exag­ 
gerated, although dispatches from 
Allied headquarters conceded the 
struggle was touch-and-go 
and 
rivalled the desperate battles at 
Gallipoli in World War I., 
Allied 
tanks, 
infantry 
and 
planes, supported by thunderous 
naval salvos, fought to widen their 
compartively narrow bridgehead. 
Heavy fighting blazed all along 
the 24-milc front held by the Am­ 
erican 5th Army at Salerno, with 
the Germans throwing two mech­ 
anized divisions and an infantry 
division into the critical struggle. 
There was no suggestion, * how­ 
ever, that the 
American 
beach­ 
head was imperilled. 
Dispatches from 
Allied 
head­ 
quarters said the Germans, hastily 
reinforcing the estimated 15 to 20 
Nazi divisions in Italy at the start 
aof the campaign, 
were 
pouring 
tens of thousands of troops into 
the embattled 
kingdom 
from 
France and posibly Russia. 
The Germans, these reports said, 
are establishing a battle-line which 
may satisfy even the Russian con­

Nazi divisions. 
In the south, Gen. Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s 8th Army veter­ 
ans scored a 10-mile advance to 
capture the west coast port of 
Cosenza, 130 airline miles below 
Salerno, and pushed up the Adria­ 
tic coast to seize Bari, 65 miles 
above Brindisi.

Americans and 
Anzacs Drive 
Toward Lae 


D isintegrating Jap Rem­ 
nants O ffe r Little Resist­ 
ance to Allies

14— (ii*)—Rus­ 
sian troops captured the fortress 
city of Bryansk last night, breach­ 
ing the Germans’ main defense line 
before the Dnieper river by seizure 
of that pivot of central and south­ 
ern German battle lines and center 
of a railway spiderweb serving 
both fronts. 
Evacuation of the keystone city, 
held by the Germans since October, 
1941, was acknowledged today by 
the German radio soon after Mos­ 
cow reported that the onpouring 
Red army was closing in on the 
city some 80 miles w est of Orel, 
on the west bank of the Desna 
river. 
Disruption of the rail network 
vital for German winter transport 
heightened belief in London that 
the 
backward - scurrying 
Nazis 
would not be able to halt their re­ 
treat now before reaching the west 
bank of the Dnieper. 
The speed of their withdrawal 
toward Kiev and Dnieperopetrovsk 
on the lower reaches of the river, 
where only three inadequate bridges 
and ferry crossings ore available, 
raised hopes that large forces of 
Nazis might be trapped on the east 
bank of the Dnieper or even be 
overtaken while attempting to cross 
it. 
The German broadcast by DNB 
declared Bryansk (normal popula­ 
tion 87,000) had been evacuated in 
good order, and the troops had not 
been encircled or Injured to “a con­ 
siderable degree.” * 
Again Berlin preceded Moscow in 
announcing the victory for Russian 
arms. 
Other Russian forces were storm­ 
ing ahead toward Kiev and the 
Dnieper river on sectors of the 
front which exte sled southward 
from Bryansk to the Sea of Azov 
and the gateway to the Crimea, 
the Moscow bulletin disclosed.

Rest Periods Help To Break 
W orking Hours 
Knowing how to get the 
most 
out of a few minutes rest is im­ 
portant for any woman, whether 
abe is doing housework or working 
in the fields, says Mrs. Prender- 
gast, home economics extension re­ 
presentative, Warren County. 
I fs difficult to say how often a 
person should take a rest, because 
the variety of work 
may 
bring 
natural breaks in the work, when 
relaxation and rest will come from 
change of location, occupation, or 
position. If the work is continuous 
and steady, the amount of 
rest 
that should be taken would have to 
be determined by the worker's con­ 
dition. 
Generally speaking, 
IO 
to 15 
minutes in the middle of the morn­ 
ing and the middle of the after­ 
noon is considered a desirable rest 
period in industry. In continuous 
farm work, two rest periods a day 
of 15 minutes each in addition to 
the lunch hour might be enough. 
I fs not always possible* to set a 
definite amount of time for rest, 
Mrs. Prendergast points out. When 
a woman feels so tired that she 
thinks she must stop before going 
on with her work, she should do 
so. In some types of 
work 
the 
muscular fatigue 
probably 
will 
cause a worker to pause for rest 
before any 
actual 
strain 
from 
overwork has developed. 
A woman may obtain the most 
rest from a few minutes’ pause in 
her work by lying flat on her back, 
nothing under her head, and draw­ 
ing her knees up enough to relax 
the tension of her back. If she’s in 
the field, lying flat on her back 
and raising the feet and resting 
them against a tree or fence is al­ 
so good. While taking this rest, 
it is essential to relax 
as 
com­ 
pletely as possible.

Japanese Make Own Rules, But Mail and Parcels are Exchanged; Red Cross Ans- 
wers Most Frequently Asked Questions

Allegheny National Forest Great Asset to Communit 


Natural Playgrounds L y i ng 
At Door of Warren Some Day 
To Contain 727.000 Acres 


A t the door of Warren lies one of 
its greatest assets - The Allegheny 
National Forest destined in years 
to come to be one of the 
great 
National Playgrounds. Formed of 
parts of four northwestern Penn­ 
sylvania counties. 
Warren, 
Elk. 
Forest and McKean, it will some 
day contain 727.000 acres, although 
at present only 4G3.000 acres have 
been purchased and placed under 
forest management. The forest is 
one of seven National Forests in 
the United States. 
Fire is an ever present danger 
and the worst enemy of the forest. 
A small fire may spread into a 
raging 
conflagration 
and 
fire­ 
fighting has priority over all oth­ 
er features of the forest adminis­ 
tration. While the forest areas are 
open to all the greatest of care is 
urged. Permits must be obtained 
to build fires in the forest areas. 
Tree planting in the arca is al­ 
ways under way and 
over 11.000 
acres of the denuded burned over 


lands have been reforested. 
The 
Daughters of the American Re vo­ 
lu tio n with their Penny Pines pro­ 
ject have 
set out 250,000 trees. 
The two acre memorial plantation 
’of . the 
Pennsylvania 
Federated 
Woman’s Clubs is located on the 
Hearts Content Recreational Area. 
Research is carried on in the 
Forest at all times and careful 
study is given tree life. The ser­ 
vice has designated a 4,300 
acre 
tract of virgin hemlock 
on 
the 
East Branch of 
the 
Tionesta 
Creek, near Sheffield as the ‘‘Tion­ 
esta N atural and 
Scenic 
Area". 
This is to be retained in its virgin 
state for scientific research. 
The aims of the Allegheny N at­ 
ional Forest are: 
I —To keep the land fully stock- 
led with thrifty trees of desirable 
species. 
2 
To obtain a steady and con­ 
tinuous \ ield of useful wood pro­ 
ducts from each unit of the for­ 
est.

Greetings 


Since the country’s leaders, from 
President Roosevelt down through 
the many protective branches, have 
emphasized repeatedly the asser­ 
tion that it is still possible for 
America to suffer “token” attacks 
by enemy forces, the Office of Ci­ 
vilian Defense has asked that there 
be no let-up in community efforts 
toward protective and instructive 
measures. 
It is the hope of defense officials 
that a copy of what they term 
•‘Operations Letter No. 128’’ may 
be placed in the hands of every 
family in the country. To this end, 
Warren county’s senior gas officer, 
Lt. Victor VerMilyea. has released 
to the Times-Mirror for its Sylva­ 
nia Welcome Edition the following 
text of Operations Letter No. 128: 
“How to Protect Yourself Against 
War Gas”: 
1. 
Stay 
Indoors. 
A 
tightly 
closed 
room 
affords 
protection 
against war gas. 
All windows and 
joors should be tightly shut, and 
blankets (to be soaked with water) 
or cardboard should be kept in 
readiness to cover and seal shat- 
;ered windows. 
Choose a room on 
an upper floor if possible: most 
was gases are heavier than air, 
although they may be carried up 
with air currents. 
2. 
If caught outdoors in a gas 
attack, get wit of the area at once. 
Look down and shield your eyes 
with your arm. 
Do not worry 
about any brief vapor exposure to 
which you may be subjected 
Th* 
danger from this source is not 
great. 


I 
S. 
Prompt action will avoid se­ 
rious effects. 
If you know or sus­ 
pect that you have gotten any of 
the gas on your person or clothing, 
do not go hunting for a casualty 
station or gas cleansing station and 
expect someone else to help you. 
Knock on tht first door you come 
i to. and take whatever steps are 
necessary. 
Self-aid is the quick- 
: est and safest way. 
4. 
This is what you should do. 
This routine should he memorized 
so it will be done automatically iii 
an emergency: 
(a) 
Remove 
shoes 
and 
outer 
clothing and drop them outside the 
house, in a covered can if available. 
Do not touch this clothing again 
except with sticks or gas-proof 
gloves. 
Do not cling to false mod­ 
esty. To enter a house with con­ 
taminated clothing endangers ev­ 
eryone in it. 
(b) Get to a bathroom, kitchen 
or laundry room as fast as possible.1 
(c) If your eyes have been ex­ 
posed to liquid gas or spray, flush 
them immediately. Plain water out 
of a faucet, shower-head, canteen 
or douche bag will do, but a luke-! 
warm dilute solution of bicarbo­ 
nate of soda (heaping tablespoonful 
in a quart of water) is even better, 
if it is handy. 
Let anyone nearby 
help you. 
(d) If drops of liquid blister gas 
have splashed the skin, you can 
prevent serious burns by adequate 
cleansing. 
Promptly blot up the 
liquid with pieces of cleansing tis­ 
sue. cloth, or a handkerchief which 
should be disposed of carefully in

The 
xtent to which radio and other 
lectronic products are utilized in 
I his war may well be one of its 
utstanding 
characteristics. 
The 
adio industry in December, 1942, 
vas producing at the yearly rate 
•f two billion dollars in radio and 
lectronic equipment. 
This dwarfs 
Ae last peace-time year 
(1941) 
| vith its $400,000,000. 
While our 
bare of this in dollars is a very 


substantial amount, 
the 
relative 
importance to the war effort of 
many of these critical and special 
products far outweighs, their mone­ 
tary worth. * Our production ac­ 
complishment 
was 
remarkable 
when it is considered that a large 
portion of these war goods consist­ 
ed of products we had never made 
before. 
It is a great credit to the 
engineering and production organi­ 
zations in all divisions of the com­ 
pany that they were able to accom­ 
plish many difficult tasks, to exceed 
their own promises for delivery, 
and to solve many problems hith­ 
erto unconquered.

of alternate materials was made in 
incandescent lamps. 
Also in co­ 
operation with the government the 
standard line of tungsten lamps 
was reduced from some 3500 to 
about 1700 items, and restrictions 
in the amount of material which 
could be used for manufacturing 
were adopted. The sale of Sylvania 
tungsten filament lamps in 1942 
compared favorajly with the sales 
volume of other years.

The recommendation of the board 
of directors was approved by stock­ 
holders on July 30th and the new 
name came into official use on Aug- 
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ust 12th, when the amendment to 
the articles of organization was 
filed with the secretary of state of j 
Massachusetts. 
“When Hygrade Sylvania Cor­ 
poration was formed twelve years 
ago by a merger of Hygrade In­ 
candescent Lamp Company of Sa­ 
lem, Mass., and Sylvania Products 
Corporation 
of 
Emporium,

there was made possible coordina­ 
tion of manufacturing facilities, 
more effective use of personnel and 
a simplification of product lines. 
“After a time it became appar­ 
ent that it would be advisable to

“The first evidence, not only of 1 
the wisdom of taking this step, but I 
also of not waiting till after the j 
war, came from one of the import­ 
ant branches of the military ser­ 
vices. 
They were among the first 
to congratulate the company and 
to thank us for saving them a 
great deal of trouble and confusion. 
“As a result of careful planning, 
the change was made without de­ 
lays and with a minimum of diffi­ 
culty and practically no disturbance 
in the operation of any department. f 
Tho reaction of jobbers, dealers and 
individual 
customers 
throughout I 
the country has been uniformly 
favorable. 
“In line with an agreement made 
with the underwriters in connect­ 
ion with the sale of common stock 
to tile public in 1941, the Company 
listed its common stock on the

which augmented by Social Secur-

“Funds to make the plan effective 
are provided by < I > an Employee 
contribution of 3G of his salary'

“Exact prior service cost is in 
process of being calculated; it is 
estimated at 
approximately

210,000. which is to be paid to the 
Plan over a period of 
not 
more 
than 25 years. 
In 1942 the Com­ 
pany’ contributed to the Plan on 
account of prior service cost the 
sum of $110,000. 
The prior ser­ 
vice contribution is necessary in 
order to provide a retirement al­ 
lowance for older employees of 
long standing who in their remain­ 
ing years of service prior to re­ 
tirement age would not be able to 
build up a sufficient credit with 
respect to future service. 
“The Company assumes the en­ 
tire cost of the expenses of oper­ 
ating the Plan so that all of the 
funds contributed by the members 
and by the Company will be avail­ 
able for the payment of benefits.

es have had to be abandoned in 
periods of depression. 
To promise 
a measure of old age security to 
our employees and to be compelled 
later to abandon our Plan would 
cause much suffering.

viding for past service benefits, the 
Company is obligated to the pay­ 
ment of IU % of members wages. 
Additional 
payments 
depend 
on 
Company profit. Members will re­ 
ceive substantial credits when pro­ 
fits are large but when profits are 
small there will be no burden on 
the Company which would make it

Expecting to handle more than 
10,000.000 Christmas packages for 
soldiers overseas, the 
Army

announced its wrapping regulat­ 
ions and set a time limit for mail­ 
ing. 
Only packages mailed between 
September 15 and October 15 can 
be handled. Normal restrictions on 
overseas mailing—particularly the 
requirement

package 
must have been requested by the 
soldier—have

More than IO per 
cent of the 
gifts mailed last year were delay­ 
ed because of 
faulty 
addresses. 
The address should 
include

Gifts should be securely packed 
and wrapped, but in such a man­ 
ner as to permit ready inspection 
every package m ust be opened, 
examined and rewrapped at the 
port of embarkation.
